Within the last two months, 


the 
correspondent says, 
the 


president has gained more than 
twenty pounds and his ultimate 
complete recovery is assured. 


During the three-hour inter- 


view at the White House, says 
;the correspondent, the long dis- 
cussion of current-topics 
and 


issues showed 
that the presi- 


dent "expressed 
himself 
with 


characteristic Wilsonian vigor." 


The president told the cor- 


respondent in discussing the po- 
litical campaign that the league 
of nations was the dominant is- 
sue and he expects the Demo- 
crats at San Francisco to ra- 
peat his challenge for a refer- 
endum on the league. The is- 
sue is "too- deep for 
political 


sculduggery" the president is 
quoted as saying. 


The president was 
particu- 


larly vigorous in attacking the 
Republican platform. 


"The 
Republican 
national 


convention" said the 
president 


"wag controlled by interests es- 
sentially and scientifically Prus- 
sian in inspiration and method." 


He said he did not see how 


progressives could support the 
Republican platform. 


Pres. Wilson told the corre- 


spondent he had not aided any 
candidate for the nomination at 
San Francisco. 
In discussing 


the president's physical condi- 
tion, the correspondent said, 
"his 
face is not distorted in the 


slightest degree as some of the 
unfriendly versions 
of his ill- 


ness have asserted. The Wilson 
'face is much the same as it was, 
though it bears the impression 
of great physical suffering. 


"After he. had worked and we 


had talked for an hour, the 
president walked from his office 
chair on the balcony to the 
movies in the east room slowly, 
cautiously but with confidence." 


The correspondent -described

INCOME TAXES AND JUDGES. 
To the Editor of The Capital Times: 


I am callin-g1 your attention to the 


decision of the United States su- 
preme court in the case of Walter 
Svans, plaintiff in error, vs. J. Rog- 
ers Gore, -acting collector, etc. This- 
case was decided on June 1, last, 
and involves the question whether 
the salary of U. S. judges is tax- 
able under the income tax -law of 
:he United States. The court holds 
by seven to two that such a tax is 
invalid under that section of the 
federal constitution which provides 
that "the judges * * * shall at 
stated times receive for their serv- 
ices a compensation which shall not 
be diminished during their contin- 
uance in office." Art. 3, Sec. 2, Lr. 
S. Consti. The court holds that the 


jivg of the salaries of such judges 


diminishes their compensation pro 
tanto; and this provision is for the 
protection of the judicial depart- 
ment of government from eTKroach- 
mente of the legislative and execu- 
tive departments upon that depart- 
ment; nnd for the absolute ind'e- 
pendence of the justices of the fed- 
eral courts. This decision is in di- 
rect opposition to that of tbe su- 
preme court of Wisconsin in the 
case of Hon. James Wickham of the 
l&th judicial circuit of Wisconsin,, 
who brought an action to test' the 
validity of tho state income tax law. 
The Wisconsin constitution provides 
that, "the legislature shall 
never 


grant any extra- compensation to 
any public officer * * * after the 
services shall have been rendered 
* 
* *; nor shall tho compensa- 


tion -of any public officer be 
in- 


creased or diminished during his 
term of 'office." 
Con. of State of 


Wis,, Art. 4, Sec.-2G. The constitu- 
tion of Wisconsin is as explicit and 
as clear in- the provision that a 
judge's salary or other public of-, 
iicer's salary shall not be dimin- 
ished diiring his term'of office as 
tho constitution'1 of 
the 
United 


States, yet our state supreme court 
.construed the provision of constitu- 
tto-n in d-ecicKne tbe Wickhnm case 
directly against its application as 
to incomes being ex«mpt.
